That 
conntry is very much interested in it, 
and has offered to give a very liberal 
annual subsidy for a number of years 
in its aid. 
" I am not in a position (o state tbe 


amount in figures that Japan will 
give, but it is unusually liberal. .Rus- 
sia has also agreed to stand by the 
cable in a liberal guaranty of patron- 
age. France has offered to do the 
same. 


"Altogether, the project is iu a very 


favorable shape, I Dflieve actual work 
will begin on the cable within a year, 
and may be less : and I may fay that 
I believe it will be completed in a 
year from tne time it is begun. There 
is abundant means behind it, and 
there is no reason why it should be 
be delayed. There are a lot of able 
mei:, financially speaking, behind it. 
They reside in California, Oregon, 
Washington and the East and San 
Francisco.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 9.—The failure 


of Congress to provide for the prelimi- 
nary work of laying a cable between 
San Francisco and Honolulu has re- 
vived projects of establishing that 
line by private enterprise more or 
less aided by the Hawaiian and other 
government. It is staled in diplo- 
matic circles that France has notified 
Hawaii not to be too quick in closing 
negotiations with England for a cable 
from Honolulu to Vancouver. France 
has suggested that French interests 
Wwuld be better subserved by having 
cable connection in the United States 
than by a route England would con- 
trol. France desires cable communi- 
cation with Tahiti and her other Pa- 
cific possessions. 
France will lay a cable from New 
Caledonia to Honolulu, a distance of 
3000 miles. Russia also has direct In- 
terests in tbe cable because her com- 
munication with the Western hemi- 
sphere is now via London or Paris, 
and the necessity of sending official 
messages through London has long 
irritated and annoyed the Russiau 
Government. Russia now has a cable 
from Vladivostock to Japan. 


Japan is also interested in cable 


communication with Hawaii on ac- 
count of the large number of Japan- 
ese located on those islands. These 
two countries might Join in laying 
tbe cable between Japan and Hawaii, 
and Russia, at least would prefer that 
communication be had through tbe 
United States rather than through 
tbe British Possessions. 


There has been some talk of a num- 


ber of rich Japanese merchants taking 
an interest iu the cable, but this can- 
not be verified. Indeed, as wiH be 
seen from tbe statements of Mr. K. 
Matsui, First Secretary of the Japan- 
ese Legation, there is no certainty of 
this. Mr. Matsui said to tbe Exam- 
iner correspondent: 
"Such an idea.has been considered 


for the past five or six years, but 
nothing definite has ever been formu- 
lated. I do not believe the statements 
that wealthy Japanese capitalists are 
Interested at present in such com- 
pany.

ceedings were comparatively tame. 
In the Senate the naval appropriation 
bill consumed the time until after 10 
o'clock tonight. The amendment of 
the Committee 
on Appropriations 


striking out one of the proposed bat- 
tleships beinrr, among other things, 
agreed to. Then Senator Blackburu 
reported the continued disagreement 
of tbe conferes on the Hawaiian cable 
amendment to the consular and dip- 
lomatic bill. 
He urged the Senate to 


recede from its stand in favor of the 
cable, expressing his disapproval of 
the project, aud saying he believed 
tbe President would not approve the 
measure with such a provision. Black- 
bum confessed that the Democrat - 
had not shown themselves able to 
cope with the financial question and 
he thought tbe cable scheme should 
also be committed to the next Con- 
gress. 
Senator Hale followed with a, speech 


in favor of the c*ble, saying that if 
this Congress refused the appropria- 
tion tbe Liext Congress would surely 
authorize it, and if the President 
would not 'sign tne bill it would not 
be very long before a Republican Pre- 
sident would have a chance at it. 


Senator White of California said 


that he bad favored the cable project 
and voted for It before. He believed 
it now necessary for the Senate to re- 
cede from the stand it took. Tbe ayes 
and noes were not ordered, but a num- 
ber of Senators on the Republican 
side voted against tbe motion on the 
viva voce vote. This disposed of the 
consular and diplomatic bill. 


Blackburn presented another con- 


ference report on the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill stating that 
no agreement had been reached on the 
Hawaiian cable, and there waa no 
prospect that the House would ever 
yield. 
The bill would fail, he said, if 


the Senate persisted on the vote about 
to be taken, in keeping the cable ap- 
propriation in the bill. 
He believed 
also that tbe bill was doomed to fail- 
ure even if the two houses acquiesced 
in the item. 
Hawley quickly asked if it was 


meant to intimate that the President 
would veto the bill. 
"I am not able to say." replied 


Blackburn, "that the President would 
veto it, but I know that if I were the 
President I would veto it." 
Blackburn warned the Senate that 


another insistence on the cable then 
might mean an extra session. 
He 


thought perhaps that this might be 
desirable, as be believed it would show 
the next Congress as helpless in deal- 
ing with the financial question as this 
Congress had been. He moved that 
tbe Senate recede from the Hawaii-in 
cable amendment. 


White (1) ) of California anuounced 


that he bad heretofore supported the 
cable item, but he now felt compelled 
to change bis vote. 


Blackburn's motiou to recede on tbe 


cable item was then put to a vote and 
carried without a division. 
The con- 


ference report ou the diplomatic and 
consular bill was then agreed to.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2b.— The House 


today insisted upon its disagreement 
to the Senate amendment for the pro- 
posed Hawaiian cable. The California 
delegation voted solidly as before for 
the appropriation, but the majority 
againbt the cable was practically tbe 
same-as when tbe matter was before 
broached in tbe House. 


Representative Stone of Pennsyl- 


vania, who offered the hill iu the 
House for an independent cable to 
Japan by the way of Honolulu,said to 
a Chronicle correspondent that if the 
amendment to the consular and dip- 
lomatic bill was defeated he would 
immediately try to get through his 
owu measure, asking unanimous con- 
sent therefor, if uececsary, tegetit up. 


The Senate is still firm, but opin- 


ions differ -as to whether it will ul- 
timately yield or not. Senator Perkins 
was inclined to thiuk that the Senate 
would stand firm, but Senator White, 
on the contrary, spoke in rather dub- 
ious terms of the ultimate result of the 
proposition. 


Senator Perkins and Representative 
Stone had a conference upon the sub- 
ject, and they determined upon a line 
of action in tbe event of tbe defeat of 
the proposition embodied in the con- 
sular and diplomatic bill. They will 
both then endeavor to get through a 
bill for a private charter. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.), March 5.— 


Senator White left Washington for 
California at 10 o'clock tonight. Be- 
fore his departure he outlined to the 
Examiner correspondent his views on 
the Hawaiian cable. 


"While I have always been opposed 


to the annexation of Hawaii," he said, 
"principally because of the undesira- 
ble population of those islands, I re- 
cognize the necessity of some speedy 
and convenient communication with 
that portion of the world. It may 
often happen thatour war vessels, aud 
merchantmen as well, will feel the 
necessity of speedy communication.

DESTINED _POR_ HONOLULU. 


America Will Keep a War Vessel in 


That Port. 


WASHINGTON, March 1. Tbe crusier 


Beoniogton, in obedience to tele- 
graphic orders from tue Navy De- 
partment, has left Acapnlco for San 
Francisco, in order to have her leaky 
coiidensers overhauled and to have 
her hull' cleaned and painted. The 
vessel has not been docked eicce 
September 18tb, although the regnl 
ations require that all steel thips bo 
docked every f-ix months. 


The return of the vessel at tuis 


time, when it is possible that other 
American vessels may be needed at 
Panama at any moment, occasioned 
some surprise among naval officers, 
many of whom expressed the opinion 
that her sudden departure is not un- 
connected with the sailing of the 
British cruiser Nymphe from Santi- 
ago 
for 
Honolulu. 
It is 
well 


known that th«fUg&hipPhiladelphia, 
now aloue protecting American in- 
terests in the Hawaiian Islands, was 
l.ibt ducked a month earlier than the 
Bennington, and is presumably much 
more in need of cleaning than the 
latter vessel. Under the regulations 
she ought to return from Honolulu 
at once for repairing, or else her 
plates may be injured by the foul 
growth which caused her to make 
such poor time when she went under 
urgent orders to the islands. 


It is certain that Honolulu will not 


be left without an American warship 
for the next few months, and it is 
thought that the Bennington is go- 
ing to the Philadelphia's relief. The 
new cruiser Olympia has been de- 
signated as Admiral Beardslee's flag- 
ship after April lat, and it is a ques- 
tion whether she will go to Honolulu 
at that time to join the Admiral or 
wait for him to reach San Francisco 
iu the Philadelphia. There is a pos- 
sibility that both the Olympia and 
Bennington will succeed the Phila- 
delphia at Honolulu.

He was active in the 


revolution of 1S87, when bis house 
was for ;i season military head- 
quarters. At the time he received 
from tho King a gold medal for 
producing the best drilled company 
in the battalion, and, when he left, 
a handsome diamond souvenir at- 
tested the regard of his associates. 


It has not before been known 


that hi? military record there led 
to an invitation from the present 
Republican Government, last Sep- 
tember, to return and assume an 
important military command. Tke 
offer was accepted and his passage 
arranged when the advice of a phy- 
sician that he would not long sur- 
vive in that climate caused him to 
give up the plan. 


Bright'e disease, contracted in 


Honolulu, was the cause of death. 
The daceased turned out with hie 
company during the strfke last 
July, and tbe exposure he endured 
at Sacramento caused a rjpid de- 
cline and hastened his death. 


Mrs. Unger, who survives him, 


and who is known in California as 
an artist of merit, was married to 
him in Honolulu.

Captain Martin Is Iu Sail Francisco 


But Refuses to Talk

doesn't care much who knows it. Hia 
whereabouts has not been before an- 
nounced in the papers since the prompt 
seizure of the schooner H. C. Wahl- 
berg at San Diego February 13. 


This skipper, who looks like a mild- 


mannered but strong and courageous 
young mariner, is the captain and os- 
tensible owner of the schooner which 
is supposed to have taken from this 
port to the Hawaiian Islands the rifles 
and munitions of war which armed 
the revolutionists of the island repub- 
lic. His schooner remains under 
seizure by the Government with a 
customs Inspector and deputy marshal 
aboard of her as she rides at anchor in 
San Diego Bay. Since he is no longer 
afraid of arrest, Martin is mainly in- 
terested in getting his schooner back 
without paying any heavy fines. 
Pending the recovery of the vessel he 
maintains a discreet silence concern- 
ing the details of the mysterious and 
undoubtedly highly interesting voy- 
age of the H. C. Wablberg. 
The legal situation of the schooner 
was yesterday placed by Attorney 
Cole in a light quite different from 
that given by the press dispatches of 
the last few days, which represented 
the schooner as having been seized for 
"violation of the neutrality laws" and 
being in danger of confiscation. 
In fact the schooner has not been 
seized for violating ,any neutrality 
laws and is not in danger of confisca- 
tion. If Captain Martin wouldI grve 
Collector Fisher at San Diego $500 he 
could have his schooner and all would 
be over. He was badly scared at first, 
bat finds that all he has to fight for is 
this $500. 
. , 
"Red Martin," as he is known on 


the water front, is not an expert in 
international and admiralty laws, and 
when the United States Government, 
represented 
by 
Collector 
Fisher, 
swooped down on his mysterious craft 
when it suddenly and quietly dropped 
into the southern port he scratched 
his head and with his crew took to the 
brash, metaphorically speaking. A 
w.eek ago he slipped back to San 
Francisco, and the other day he went 
to see Mr. Cole. Cole smoked several 
cigars while studying digests and re- 
ports, and then told Martin that he 
was all right. Then Cole demanded, 
by telegraph of Collector Fisher why 
the schooner H. C. Wahlberg was 
held. Fisher replied by wire and 
mail and wrote to Captain Martin the 
following notice, which explains the 
situation: 


"You are hereby- notified that this 


office is in possession of evidence to 
the effect that you have violated Sec- 
tion 4197 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, viz.: by departing 
on a voyage to a foreign port without 
delivering a manifest of all the cargo 
on board your schooner previous to 
her departure from the port of San 
Francisco. Cal., on November 23, 1894, 
and for which you are liable to a pen- 
alty of $500. 
If the amount of this 
fine Is not paid within ten days from 
date hereof the matter will be report- 
ed to the United States attorney for 
prosecution. Respectfully youra, 
JOHN C. FISHER " 


Consul Wilder and the Hawaiian 
Government are supposed to be after 
the enterprising schooner, and will 
likely furnish evidence and stimulus 
for a prosecution. The case may be- 
come a celebrated one, and may fur- 
nish another important precedent even 
if the matter legally involved is only 
a $500 
fine. 
... . „.. 
The little schooner, which is fifty 


feet long and can carry twenty-seven 
tonp, used to be a sealer belonging to 
J. W. Crew. The crew libeled her for 
•wages, and she was sold, by order of 
court, on November 20th. Matthew 
Martin, for years a mate on coasting 
steamers, bought the vessel for $1750. 
He may nave frugally saved up that 
much money, but some people have 
thought that, in the light of subse- 
quent events, the manner and circum- 
stances of the purchase seem suspi- 
cions. 
Three days after purchase the 


schooner cleared on an ''otter and seal 
hunting expedition," which made 
papers for any foreign port unneces- 
•sary. A manifest showing supplies 
and the eight rifles allowed was filed. 
It is told that after she slipped over to 
Sausalito the tug Ida W took the rifles 
and cartridges over to her and towed 
her to sea at 11 o'clock at night. Noth- 
ing was heard of the schooner from 
November 23 to February 12, when 
she returned to San Diego with no 
sealskins and no loud excuses for being 
there. That the arms received by the 
Hawaiian revolutionists were received 
from a schooner twenty-five miles or 
eo off Waimanalo by Captain Davies 
of the steamer Waimanalo and landed 
at night at Walkiki was fully estab- 
lished at Honolulu by the confession of 
Capt Davis and other evidence. Capt. 
Davies thought the schooner's name 
was the H. W. Wiehert. The cargo 
landed consisted of 180 rifles and belts 
and 20,000 cartridges. Only a string of 
circumstantial evidence has caused the 
eusnicion and belief that the schooner 
WOH the H. C. Wahlberg.

Captain Martin was closeted with 


Attorney Cole yesterday. He is an

Captain Martin 
laughed, and said that he never heard 
of the schooner before and had met no 
schooner at all there or anywhere 
else.

A NECESSARY PROTECTION. 


THE opposition to the ''Danger- 


ous Persons Act" seems to be based 
on a narrow foundation. To say 
there is no necessity of such a 
measure indicates a peculiar inter- 
pretation of the signs of the times. 
Though the Government did come 
out of the recent troubles with 
flying colors, there is nothing to 
prove that others of anarchistic 
tendency may come to the coun- 
try or that there may be devel- 
opments 
among 
those 
already 


with us. 
The time to throw out a 


protecting arm is in times of gen- 
eral quiet. 
No well-meaning per- 


son or persons need have the slight- 
est fear from oppression by virtue 
of the Act. 
It muzzles no one in 


a free expression of critical opin- 
ions, but does give an opportunity 
for the Government to handle the 
enemies of I H W and order, and give 
the c o m m u n i t y the pro ection which 
all men h a v e a nght to expect. 
If 


the country were to wan for a crim- 
inal act to he committed before 
passing laws to (lea with the cul- 
prit, we should 1 (vve a very similar 
situation to tint proposed by the 
opposition. 


One of the arguments put forth 


by the opponents of the Lawless 
Intentions~Act is that the Execu- 
tive has power enough and already 
too little attention is paid to peti- 
tions, the failure to report on the 
discharge of Government employees 
accused of disloyalty being cited as 
an example of the latter. It is 
further Jield that there is no neces- 
sity for the law at present, and the 
men who carried guna during the 
late trouble are ready to stand by 
the Government when any similar 
emergency arises. 


Taking it for granted that the 


Executive has been slow in its 
action upon the disposal of luke- 
warm and disloyal clerks and offi- 
cers of the department, we should 
like to know whose fault it is if this 
continues. The petition in question 
went to the Executive through the 
Advisory 
Councils, 
and 
if any 


member of the latter body consid- 
ers that sufficient time has elapsed 
for the consideration by the Exec- 
utive, it is his privilege to ask 
what has 
been 
done 
in 
the 


matter. It is his duty to do so 
rather than express opinions out- 
side 
and 
keep 
silent 
in the 


Councils. 
If a satisfactory answer 


is not received to the first question- 


ing, 
put the query a second time, a 


third time or as many times as is 
necessary to get what is wanted. 
The Advisory Council is for noth- 
ing if not for a free and open ex- 
pression of opinion. 


The very word advisory ought to 


impress every member of the Coun- 
cils with what object he occupies a 
seat in the legislative body of the 
nation. No man ever found out 
what time a train was to start by 
sitting a speechless dummy in the 
waiting room and finding fault be- 
cause some railway official did not 
read his mind and come to tell 
him what he wanted to know.

the passing of the Court of Claims 
Act and setting an amendment to 
the Chinese Immigration Act on 
its way through the legislative 
mill. The latter Act was intro- 
duced by Mr Bolte and.readf) as 
follows 
An \ct to amend Section 1 and Section 


3 of Act 74 of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of the Hawaiian Islands, 
entitled "An Act Relating to Chi- 
nese Immigration, Supplementary to 
Chapter 80 of the Session Laws of 
1892, Passed the 30th day of Ko- 
vember A. D. 1891.', entitled, 'An Act 
Restricting Chinese Immigration.'" 


Be it enacted by the Executive and 


Advisory Councils of the Hepnh'ic of 
Hawaii. 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of said Act is 


hereby amended by striking out the 
words "out of the wages due the labor- 
ers" ajad the words "his employer" and 
inserting in the place of the latter the 
words "said laborers" so that said sec- 
ticn, as amended, shall read as follows 


SECTION 1. In addition to the condi- 


tions named in Section 2 of Chapter 
LXXX of the Session Laws of 1892, upon 
which permits may be granted to Coi- 
nese to enter the Hawaiian Islands to 
engage as agricultural laborers in the 
field, or in rice or sugar mills, such per- 
mits shall only be granted upon the fur- 
ther condition that the sum of one dollar 
and fifty cents at the end of each month 
shall be paid by said laborer to the 
Board of Immigration, in snch manner 
and subject to snch regulations as said 
Board shall direct, until such payments 
amount in each case t j the sum of thu ty- 
six dollars, to be held as a fund to the 
credit of the laborer for the uses and 
purposes bereioaf er set forth. 


SECTION 2. Section 5 of said Act is 


hereby amended by striking out the 
words "evtry employer of Chinese ad- 
mitted into this counti> und»-r permits 
pro\iJed by said \ct, who shall fail to 
remit to the Boaid ot Immigration the 
amount above provided out of the wages 
of Euch laborers" and inserting in their 
place the words.

Mr. Smith stated that Captain Dav- 


ies bad, previous to his departure, 
made a sworn statement denying the 
story.

The matter was referred 


to the Executive. 
The unfinished business, consisting 


of bills that had passed second read- 
ings, was then given attention. The 
Act relating to the liability of officers 
Via suppression of the rebellion was 
read for the third time and passed by 
unanimous vote.

HIROSHIMA, March 7.—A dispatch 


from the front Bays that at 8 a. m. on 
March 4th 10,000 Chinese, under com- 
mand of General Sung, advanced upon 
Tai-piug-shan, but were repulsed by 
Japanese artillery. The Chinese re- 
treated btfore noon. The Japanese 
sustained no loss. 


YOKOHAMA, March 7 —Field Mar- 


shal Count Yamagata, who was com- 
mander of the first Japanese army, 
but who was invalided home from 
Manchuria, has been appointed Min- 
ister of War. 
The commander of the 


second Japane:e army, Field Marshal 
Count Oyama, held the war portfolio 
prior to his departure to the front, 
after which the affairs of tbe War 
Ministry were directed by Count 
Saigo, Minister of Marine. 


LONDON, March 7.—A Tokio dis- 


patch says that the Japanese general 
reports from Laching, under date of 
March 5th, that Chinese from Ying 
Kao marched to Tai-ping-shan on the 
morning of March 4th, upward of 10,- 
000 strong, bat by noon, under the lire 
of the Japanese artillery, were on the 
retreat. It was an arlilleiy duel only. 
There was no Japanese loss. 


WASHINGTON, March 7th.—A tele- 


gram from Tokio has been received by 
the Japanese Minister confirming the 
report of the capture of Netvehwang 
hy the first army under General 
Nodzu 
The old town of Newdiwang 


was taken by assault aftei thirteen 
hours' hard fighting. The Chintse of- 
fered a stubborn resistance. 


Within tbe town itself IfeSO Chinese 


•were killed and about 500 surrendered. 
Large quantities of war materials were 
captured, including sixteen cannon. 
The Japanese, lost but 206 killed aud 
wounded. 


Tbe Navy Department is advised 
that the Yorktown left Chemulpo to 
assist refugee missionaiies ot> Shan- 
tung promontory. 


LONDON, March 7 —A special to the 


Times from Tien-tain says: Tbe Em- 
peror of China completely vindicated 
Li Hung Chang from charges brought 
against him. His majesty confesses, 
after trying others, that he found Li 
Hang 
Chang 
alone 
trustworthy. 


Therefore be grants Li Hang Chang 
the fullest powers to treat with Japan 
for the restoration of peace. 


Tbe Government assumes the en- 
tire responsibility for the condition of 
the national defense, Which is the re- 
sult of blindness on tbe part of the 
Chinese to the progress of the other 
nations. Thus the action of the Em- 
peror places all future reforms In the 
hands of Li Hung Chang.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7.—Rudolph 


Spreckels has brought suit in tbe Su- 
perior Court to enjoin the Nevada bank 
from transferring from his name cer- 
tain shares of stock pledged by him to 
secure certain payments from C. A. 
Spreckelfl. Judge Hebbard has grant- 
ed a temporary injunction and will 
hear tbe case. Tbe iojunction is in 
tbe sum of §10,000 and the sureties 
are C. P. Spllvalo and Joseph Kahn. 


The complaint sets forth that in 


January, 1894, Clau.3 Spreckels and 
C. A. Spreckels entered into an agree- 
ment by the terms of which Claus 
Spreckels was to transfer to his son 
certain valuable property in consider- 
ation of certain jt ^ly payments to be 
made by him, the last one to become 
due next January. 
To secure his 
yearly payments C. A. Spreckels 
pledged some securities said to be far 
more valuable than the total of tbe 
payments so secured. 
At that time, so runs tbe complaint, 
Rudolph Spreckels owned 5000 shares 
of Paaubau Plantation 
Company 
stock, which stood in SpreoKels' 
name.
